London rates on the first seven centres tabulated 
showed a slight but steady depreciation of sterling 
during the month and on balance there was a decline 
in the value of the pound ranging from 0°7 to 1-6 per 
cent.

The average of the rates for French francs in London 
in the week ended August 31 represented a deprecia- 
tion in the value of the pound sterling of 39-4 per cent. 
is compared with the closing rate on September 19, 
1981, Comparing the same periods, the rates for Swiss 
franes, Dutch florins and reichsmarks represented a 
depreciation in the value of the pound of 38-8, 39:0 and 
398 per cent., respectively, and for lire a depreciation 
of 834-7 per cent.; in the case of belgas and Czecho- 
slovak crowns the depreciation was 15°3 and 27-0 per 
cent.

MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN AUGUST 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during August, 1935, with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival aggregated 7,328,000 tons, or 296,000 
tons (4-2 per cent.) more than in August, 1934. In- 
creases were recorded for nine of the trading areas 
specified in the returns. Arrivals with cargo from 
““ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Countries ’’ and Australasia were in each case sub- 
stantially greater than a year earlier and a considerable 
tonnage increase was also shown for ‘‘ North America 
—Atlantic Coast,’’ while a large proportionate 
decline was recorded for ‘‘ South and Central America 
(Pacific Coast).’’ As regards the nationalities of the 
vessels concerned, British tonnage was higher by 
138,000 tons (3 per cent.), French by 200,000 tons (105 
per cent.) and United States by 47,000 tons (15 per 
cent.), while Dutch tonnage declined by 30,000 tons 
(9 per cent.). About 58 per cent. of the net tonnage 
that arrived with cargo was British in August, 1985, as 
against 59 per cent. in August, 1934. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
the month at any port without cargo for discharge at 
that port (recorded as arriving in ballast) totalled 
3,471,000 tons, being 169,000 tons (46 per cent.) less 
than in August, 1934. British tonnage was lower by 
87,000 tons (4 per cent.), French by 93,000 tons (42 per 
cent.) and United States tonnage by 68,000 tons (94 
per cent.), but German and Dutch tonnage increased 
by 43,000 tons (20 per cent.) and 23,000 tons (12 per 
cent.), respectively. The British proportion of the net 
tonnage that arrived in ballast was about 68 per cent. 
in both August, 1935, and August, 1934, while of the 
total British tonnage that arrived about 36 per cent. 
was in ballast in the later and 37 per cent. in the earlier 
period. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during August, 1935, from ports 
at which they had loaded cargo for abroad amounted 
to 6,294,000 tons, and was 117,000 tons (1-9 per cent.) 
more than in August, 1984. Increases were recorded 
in the tonnage that departed with cargo for the 
majority of the trading areas. The largest tonnage 
increases were in respect of ‘‘ North America—Atlantic 
Coast ’’ and ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign)’’ while con- 
siderable proportionate increases were shown for the 
Trish Free State and ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, 
India.’’ The increase in the case of the Irish Free 
State was due to the marked improvement in coal 
exports to that country, which in August this year were 
nearly double those in the corresponding month of 
1984. There was, on the other hand, a substantial 
decline in the departures for ‘‘ Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean Countries.’’ British tonnage increased 
by 87,000 tons (2 per cent.), German by 78,000 tons 





(32 per cent.) and French by 43,000 tons (14 per cent,), 
while decreases of 31,000 tons (12 per cent.), 30,000 
tons (14 per cent.) and 27,000 tons (13 per cent.), 
respectively, were shown for Dutch, United States and 
Norwegian vessels. About 65 per cent. of the net 
tonnage that departed with cargo was British in both 
August, 1935, and August, 1934. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 
(recorded as departing in ballast) was 4,772,000 tons 
and showed a small increase (30,000 tons, or 06 
per cent.) as compared with August of the’ pre. 
vious year. With the exception of British tonnage, 
which declined by 87,000 tons (3 per cent.), 
all the principal nationalities showed increases, the 
most marked being in respect of French tonnage, which 
was 58,000 tons (55 per cent.) higher than a year ago. 
The British proportion of the net tonnage that 
departed in ballast was 58 per cent. in August, 1935, 
and 60 per cent. in August, 1934, while of the total 
British tonnage that departed 41 per cent. was in 
ballast in the later and 42 per cent. in the earlier 
month.

ANNUAL REPORTS ON MINING INDUSTRIES 


The Fourteenth Annual Report of the Secretary for Mines 
and the Twenty-seventh Annual Report of H.M. Chief In- 
spector of Mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, have now 
been published. The Reports are in one volume and both 
relate to the year 1934. 

The Report of the Secretary for Mines contains a general 
review of the coal-mining industry and of other mining and 
quarrying industries, including an account of the working 
of the Coal Mines Act, 1930. Particulars are also given of 
the trade agreements concluded during the year and of the 
restrictions placed upon the importation of coal by certain 
countries abroad. 

Other sections of the Report deal with fuel treatment and 
utilisation, with particular reference to the production of 
oil products from coal, the use of pulverised fuel, low- 
temperature carbonisation and hydrogenation; wages and 
profits; hours of labour; the Miners’ Welfare Fund; pro- 
ceedings connected with applications for working facilities 
under Part I of the Mines (Working Facilities and Support) 
Act, 1923, and Part II of the Mining Industry Act, 1926; 
the more important administrative matters affecting health 
and safety and the work of the official testing stations. 

The Report on mining, other than coal mining, and on the 
quarrying industries deals with the production and distribu- 
tion of a wide variety of minerals upon which the metal- 
lurgical, building, road-making, etc., china, pottery and 
glass, and the chemical industries are dependent. 

The volume also includes a Report of the Petroleum 
Department, which is attached to the Mines Department. 


Cuter INspector or Mines’ Report 


The Report of the Chief Inspector of Mines reviews the 
mining accidents which occurred during the year and dis- 
cusses generally the progress made in preventive measures, 
and the need for further progress, and the lines along which 
it can be made. Other subjects discussed are fighting 
underground fires, treatment of burns, protective equip- 
ment and sand-clay stemming. 

The volume includes a comprehensive statistical appendix, 
with charts dealing with all the main aspects of the mining 
and quarrying industries. Other appendices furnish lists of 
the principal official publications relating to these industries 
and of the official committees, etc., in connection therewith.

OVERSEAS VISITORS IN AUGUST 


The increase in the number of visitors to Great Britain 
this year was well maintained in August. The total number 
of holiday visitors, shown in the Home Office return, was 
37,990, an increase of 4,243 over the total for August, 1934, 
and 6, 865 above that for August, 1933. 


The combined total of holiday and business visitors in 
August, 1935, was 43,935, an increase of 4,953 as compared 
with August, 1934. 


These figures do not take into account visitors from the 
Dominions and elsewhere who travel with British passports 
or visitors from France and Belgium who use the ‘ no 
passport ’’ facilities for long week-ends. 


Once again visitors have come from the United States in 
considerably increased numbers, the total for August being 
12,134, or 2,699 more than in August, 1934, and 3,341 more 
than in August, 1933. 


The French total for August was 8,753, an increase of 
821 over the corresponding month of last year.—Travel 
and Industrial Development Association of Great Britain 
and Ireland.

BRUNEI 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1934 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore reports that, 
according to the Annual Report on the Social and Economic 
Progress of the People of Brunei for the Year 1934 and 
compiled by the Acting British Resident, the aggregate 
value of the trade of Brunei during 1934 was 5,278,089 
dollars, as against 4,602,805 dols. in 1933 and 3,935,985 dols. 
in 1932. 

There was again a decrease in the total value of imports 
—from 2,411,768 dols. in 1933 to 1,887,339 dols. in 1934. 
The decrease, however, was not general, and is directly 
attributable to the fact that the oil company is now 
definitely established in the State, and has no longer need 
of the very large imports inseparable from the early stages 
of development. 

The total value of exports for the year under review was 
3,390,750 dols., as against 2,191,037 dols. in 1933 and 
1,505,738 dols. in 1932. The increase is accounted for by 
the greater exports of oil, cutch and plantation rubber, and 
the inclusion in the return of a new item, ‘‘ natural gas,”’ 
the exports of which totalled 792,453,863 cubic feet, valued 
at 113,207 dols.

The employment situation was considerably better than

FRANCE 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—AUGUST 
(From the British Embassy) 


Paris 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first eight 
months of 1935 show that the value of imports amounted to 
14,044 million francs, as against 15,980 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1934, a decrease of 1,936 million 
frs., or about 12 per cent., and that of exports to 10,234 
million frs., as against 11,557 million frs., a decrease of 
1,323 million frs., or 114 per cent. 


Imports of foodstuffs fell by 863 million frs., of raw 
materials by 507 million frs., and of manufactured articles 
by 566 million frs. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 48 million 
frs., but there was a fall of 599 million frs, and 773 million 
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frs., respectively, in those of raw materials and manufac. 
tured articles. 


During the first eight months of the current year there 
was an adverse balance of visible exchanges amounting to 
3,811 million frs., as against 4,423 million frs. in the first 
eight months of last year. In August the unfavourable 
balance of 523 million frs. was slightly lower than in July, 
but higher than in any other month of this year. 


As regards weight, imports in the first eight months of 
1935 amounted to 29,723,000 tons, as against 30,963,000 
tons, a decrease of 1,240,000 tons, and exports to 19,319,000 
tons, as against 18,240,000 tons, an increase of 1,079,000 
tons as compared with the corresponding period of last 
year. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 213,000 tons, of raw 
materials by 831,000 tons, and of manufactured articles by 
196,000 tons. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 684,000 tons 
and of raw materials by 685,000 tons, but there was a fall 
of 290,000 tons in those of manufactured articles.

NORWAY 


FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST 


(From the British Legation) 
OsLo 


According to official statistics, Norway’s imports 10 
August amounted to 636 million kronen and exports to 
51-1 million kr., while the excess of imports over exports 
totalled 12-5 million kr. The corresponding figures for 
August, 1934, were 57:4 million kr., 46-3 million kr. and 
11-1 million kr. The value of both imports and exports 
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was thus greater than in August, 1934, but the value of ex- 
ports increased most and the figure is the highest recorded 
for the present year. 


As compared with August, 1934, there was an increase in 
the import value of grain. The figures for the other groups 
of commodities remain practically unchanged. The 
Manager of the State Grain Monopoly states that Norway’s 
ordinary storage accommodation for grain is now fully 
occupied, and that, including the native crop, supplies are 
sufficient for more than six months. 


Export TRADE 


In the case of exports there was a rise in canned goods, 
oils, paper and cardboard, hides and skins and crude and 
semi-manufactured metals. The last-mentioned commodi- 
ties, taken as a group, show the greatest increase, namely, 
from 6-0 million kr, in August, 1934, to 10-8 million kr. in 
August, 1935. The figures for the first eight months of 
1935 and 1934 respectively are 61:3 million kr. and 64-2 
million kr. The particular metals which account for the 
rise in this group are scrap lead, copper and brass scrap, 
aluminium and ferro-silicon. The following table shows 
the exports in tons of these metals during August, 1935 
and 1934, and the first eight months of the two years in 
question.

The Statistical Central Bureau report that the increases 
are due principally to larger shipments in the case of lead 
to the United Kingdom and Sweden, in that of copper and 
brass to the United Kingdom, Sweden and Germany, in 
that of aluminium to the United Kingdom and the United 
States, and in the case of ferro-manganese to Belgium, Hol- 
land and Australia. Much of the ferro-silicon exported in 
August has gone to Germany.

The British Commercial Secretary at Madrid reports that 
according to a statement recently appearing in ‘‘ El Sol,”’ 
imports during the first seven months of the current year 
Were valued at 487-3 million pesetas, as compared with 
492-7 million pesetas in the corresponding period of 1934, a 
decline of 5-4 million pesetas, while exports totalled 327-7 
million pesetas as against 358-1 million pesetas, a fall of 
30-4 million pesetas. In quantity, imports are 100,000 tons 
lower than in 1934, while exports of foodstuffs have fallen 
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100,000 tons and manufactured articles by 382,000 tons.

FRANCE—VENEZUELA 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ of Venezuela of August 8 contains 
the text of an Exchange of Notes which took place in 
Caracas on the previous day between France and Venezuela. 


Venezuela undertakes to reduce the Customs duties on 
certain articles of French origin, and to conventionalise the 
duties at present applicable to pharmaceutical specialities. 
Particulars of these changes, which are of general applica- 
tion, are published in the Customs Regulations and Tariff 
Changes section of this issue of the ‘ B.T.J.’’ 


France concedes a monthly quota of 7,000 metric quintals 
for Venezuelan coffee and promises to reduce to a minimum 
‘the formalities associated with the quota. 


The Agreement entered into force on publication for a 
period of one year, and it may be extended for a similar 
period under conditions of reciprocity.

With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.’”’ of Octo- 
ber 18, 1934 (page 592), and previous notices, respecting the 
extension to a number of British Colonies of certain British 
Preferential rates of Customs duty in force in Australia, the 
High Commissioner for Australia has received advice to the 
effect that the benefits of the British Preferential Tariff 
have been extended, with effect from August 29, to beeswax 
covered by Tariff Item 104 (B) when imported from the 
Colonies.

1. The Revenue Commissioners desire to draw attention 
to the fact that invoices, furnished by consignors in respect 
of yarns and thread despatched by them to the Irish Free 
State, do not, in many instances, contain sufficient particu- 
lars as to the nature and composition of the goods to enable 
importers, and agents acting for them, to determine with 
any degree of accuracy, the classification of the goods for 
the purpose of making correct entry thereof. 


2. The Commissioners accordingly give notice that all 
entries presented on or after October 14, 1935, in respect 
of consignments of yarns and thread of all descriptions, 
irrespective of whether the goods are, or are not, liable to 
duty, must be accompanied by invoices prepared showing, 
inter alia, the following descriptive particulars of each 
separate class of such goods covered by the invoice, viz. :— 

(a) the ordinary trade designation of the article; 

(b) the fibre or fibres of which it is composed ; 

(c) if composed of different fibres, the percentage com- 
position (approximately) ; and 

(d) in the case of yarns, whether the material is a 
single yarn or a ply yarn. 


3. Officers of this Department have instructions to reject 
entries for goods of the nature in question which are not 
accompanied by invoices prepared as directed above. Serious 
notice will be taken by the Commissioners of any failure on 
the part of importers, or their agents, to comply with these 
requirements, and, accordingly, shipping and carrying com- 
panies and other persons acting as Customs clearance agents, 
are particularly enjoined to observe such care in the pre- 
paration of entries for these goods as will preclude the 
possibility of consignments of yarns or thread of a kind 
liable to duty being either entered to a “ free’ entry, or 
assigned to a dutiable category not proper to the goods.

Carcases are required to be marked on 
each side, on the thigh and shoulder, on the loins and the 
breast, and parts are required to be marked in the centre.

PORTUGAL 


TAXES ON FRENCH CODFISH AND SHIPPING 
REDUCED 


With reference to the notice published in the “ B.T.J.”’ 
of May 16 (page 819), regarding increased Portuguese taxes 
on French shipping and codfish, it should be noted that the 
‘** Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) of September 13 contains a 
Decree-Law, No. 25,849, of the same date, which cancels 
these increases as from September 15. 


The enforcement of the Decree-Law of September 13 is 
the outcome of a recent agreement between France and 
Portugal, under which, it is understood, France undertook 
to withdraw her licence tax on sardines (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ 
of September 19, page 410) and guaranteed to Portugal 
specified proportions of the quotas for certain goods. 


SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period October 1 to 10 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-88 per cent. 


(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the “ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in guld 
currency cheques.) 


SYRIA 
IMPORT OF CERTAIN VACCINES AND SERUMS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a recent 
Decree, No. 173/L.R., which provides that, as from Octo- 
ber 1, vaccines and serums for veterinary use may only be 
imported into Syria under licence from the “ Directeur du 
Service de Police sanitaire vétérinaire.”’ 


TUNIS 


MARKING OF CONTAINERS OF PRESERVED 
FISH AND VEGETABLES 


A recent Decree, which is to come into operation on 
January 31 next, provides that preserved fish and vegetables 
may only be imported into Tunis if an indication of their 
country of origin is stamped on each container in hollow or 
relief, in clear Latin characters at least 4 millimetres high, 
in the middle of the lid or the bottom and on a part which 
bears no printing. The indication should also be shown 
in adhesive letters on the cases and packages used for 
forwarding the goods. 


TURKEY 


IMPORT AND SALE OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
PREPARATIONS 


The Commercial Secretary at Istanbul has forwarded 
translation of a law providing for a monopoly of the import 
and sale of certain pharmaceutical preparations for the 
treatment of fevers and venereal diseases.

URUGUAY 


PROHIBITION OF TRANSIT OF CERTAIN 
GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Decree 
issued by the Uruguayan authorities on August 2, which 
extends the list of articles the international transit of 
which through Uruguayan territory was prohibited by 
Decree, dated March 13, 1934. 


The complete list of goods which are forbidden transit 
through Uruguay now reads as follows :—

VENEZUELA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF REDUCTIONS 


The ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial ’? of Venezuela of August 8 contains 
a Decree of the same date, in force on publication, which 
provides for the modification of certain items in the 
Venezuelan Customs Tariff. The modifications, which ia- 
volve reductions in duties, are a result of an Exchange of 
Notes between France and Venezuela of the previous day. 


The duty on tissues of pure natural silk weighing from 
90 to 150 grammes per square metre is reduced from 46-965 
to 34-441 bolivares per kilog. gross. 


The duty on tissues of mixed natural silk, tissues of 
natural silk mixed with artificial silk, and tissues of 
artificial silk embroidered with natural silk, weighing from 
90 to 150 grammes per square metre, is reduced from 31-31 
to 23-4825 bolivares per kilog. gross; and that on tissues of 
artificial silk, pure or mixed, weighing from 90 to 150 
grammes per square metre is reduced from 28-179 to 18-0032 
bolivares per kilog. gross. If these tissues of artificial silk 
are mixed with natural silk or are embroidered with natural 
silk the duty will be 23-4825 bolivares.
